THE  BALLOT. 

If  the  Whigs  were  capable  of  acting  as  the  Tories  did  on 
Mr  Milner  Gibson's  motion,  they  would  have  joined  the 
Radicals  on  Mr  Henry  Berkeley’s  motion  for  the  Ballot, 
and  would  thus  have  beaten  the  Ministry  by  a  large 
migority  upon  an  important  question  of  change  in  the  repre¬ 
sentative  system.  The  weakness  of  the  self-called  Conserva¬ 
tive  Government  would  have  been  deplorably  manifest  in 
sa^  a  defeat.  But  the  Whigs  with  all  their  faults  have 
seniples  which  forbid  such  retaliation,  and  they  would  not 
even  take  the  more  allowable  step  of  absenting  them¬ 
selves  from  the  debate  and  division,  leaving  Ministers  to 
fight  the  battle  as  beat  they  could  with  the  Radicals  who 
brought  them  into  power,  and  have  hitherto  supported  them. 
Had  Lord  Palmerston,  Lord  John  Russell,  and  their  friends 
taken  this  course,  the  Ministry  would  have  been  in  a  mino¬ 
rity.  And  this  is  a  Government  beset  by  a  cabal,  and  pur¬ 
sued  in  every  direction  by  the  arts  of  faction ! 

Mr  Bright  and  his  Radical  friends  have  supported  the 
Ministry  in  the  belief  that  they  can  extort  from  their  weak¬ 
ness  greater  concessions  to  the  Liberal  cause  than  can  bo 
obtained  from  governments  not  professedly  Conservative, 
especially  in  the  direction  of  Parliamentary  Reform.  We 
shall  not  now  stop  to  discuss  the  prudence  of  this  policy,

But  he  begged 
to  tell  the  right  hon.  gentleman  and  his  colleamies  that  if  Uiey  brought 
in  a  bill  which  was  only  a  pretence  they  woiud  not  find  the  reformers 
throughout  the  country  in  its  favour,  and  if  tiuy  brottghi  one  in  that 
eontavud  tome  good  pointe  and  promieed  improvement  on  our  pretent 
condUioHy  but  did  not  add  a  elatue  conferring  the  vote  by  ballot,  they 
VDould Jitid  that  the  exieting  eonetituenciee  would  ihow  no  enthuiiaem  for 
the  meaeure,  and  the  great  body  of  the  people  on  whom  they  propo^ 
to  confer  the  flranehiee  %i>ould  repudiate  the  bill  at  a  mode  of  tubfeeting 
them  to  another  tpeeiet  of  degradation.

franchise  would  be  of  no  use  to  them  if  the  ballot  were  not  given

'  This  is  the  true  ground  to  take,  that  the  Ballot  is  the  tine 
qua  non  of  Parliamentary  Reform,  that  the  franchise  with¬ 
out  the  protection  of  the  franchise  is  worse  than  valueless, 
subjecting  men  to  injury  for  the  upright  discharge  of  a 
public  duty.  It  is  notorious  that  many  tradesmen  and  de¬ 
pendents  now  disqualify  themselves  to  escape  the  penalties 
of  voting  according  to  conscience  instead  of  the  pleasure 
of  their  customers  or  landlords,  and  the  same  cause  which 
induces  them  to  get  their  names  off  the  register  will  also 
deter  others  from  accepting  the  suffrage  if  offered  to  them 
without  the  protection  of  the  secret  vote. 

The  trite,  often-refuted  fallacies,  have  of  course  all  been 
paraded  again  against  the  Ballot.  Lord  Palmerston  is 
vehemently  for  publicity  in  all  things.

Nothing  can  be  fairer  than  this;  and  the  legislative 
ingenuity  of  the  Lords  will  be  honourably  stimulated  by 
the  circumstance  that  in  their  oapadty  of  landed  pro¬ 
prietors  they  would  benefit,  by  simple  abolition,  in  a  way 
which  it  would  be  doing  them  groM  injustice  to  suppose 
them  not  extremely  unwilling  to  take  advantage  of. 
But  though  there  it  this  generous  motive  to  prompt 
the  Peers  to  discover  another  solution  of  the  problem, 
their  unselfishness,  aupposing  them  to  fail,  must  nqt  stand 
in  the  way  of  the  simple  mode  of  settling  the  question  pro¬ 
posed  by  the  bill.  The  Lords  will  not  be  allowed  to  say — 
“  Cburon-rates  must  continue,  because  if  they  are  ex* 
“  tinguished  there  is  no  alternative  but  putting  them  into 
our  own  pockets,  and  we  do  not  want  to  increase  our 
“  fortunes  at  the  expense  of  the  Church.**  They  may  depend 
upon  it  the  country  in  the  case  supposed  will  force  the 
augmentation  upon  them,  much  as  it  may  respect  their 
reluotanca  to  acoept  it.  What  the  country  wants  is  to 
relieve  relimon  from  a  scandal,  and  if  this  cannot  be  done 
without  magiug  a  few  rich  men  a  little  richer,  the  evil  after 
all  it  not  such  a  mighty  matter.  And  it  is  only  upon  the 
temporal  lords  the  force  would  be  exerted.  We  should 
utterly  despair  of  aaooasa  in  a  oonteat  of  tba  kind  with  tha 
banoh  of  biabops. 

We  have  in^ed  in  another  place  the  letter  of  a  conre* 
•pendent  who  is  in  favour  ef  Sir  John  Trelawny'a  bill,  on 
the  assumption  that  there  ia  no  alternative  but  abolishing 
the  rataa,  or  leaving  thing*  as  they  are.  He  seems  rather 
to  hope  than  axp^t  that  such  an  alternative  may  be  hit 
upon :  and  ia  particularly  afraid  of  a  class  of  persons  bene¬ 
fiting  by  abolition,  as  to  whose  unwortbinesa  to  receive  any 
boon  from  the  Legislature  there  can  be  but  one  opinion. 
The  ooDsoientious  Diseenter,  supporting  hia  own  temples, 
has  every  claim  to  be  discharged  from  bis  contributions  to 
those  of  the  State ;  but  we  can  have  no  such  feeling,  of 
course,  for  men  described  as  capable  of  feigning  nonoon* 
formity  to  esMpe  a  pecuniary  burthen.  It  is,  we  think,  a 
•trong  objection  to  the  compromise  proposed  by  Sir  George 
Grey,  that  it  would  stimulate  the  base  motives  of  the  per¬ 
sons  referred  to,  while  the  simple  extinction  of  the  rates 
would  only  benefit  them  incidentally  aa  a  portion  of  the 
rate*paying  body.  The  fair  claims  of  the  Dissenters  must, 
^wever,  1m  satisfied ;  even  though  the  honest  and  the  dis¬ 
honest  should  rejoice  together,  as  **  the  sun  shines  on  both 
“just  and  unjust."

The 


humiliation  of  bar  Mnjeaty’a  Ministers  in  both  Houaae  re- 

rired  nttrnmM  to  proclailKi  it.  As  long, however,*  thef  how 
healt^  pubho  opinion,  find  retire  befkre  the  poptiar  tide 
ronning  *  aoAl  and  wise  directions,  it  !■  not  for  the  ootbtry 
It  quarrel  with  the  meoltne*  by  whicb  it  gains.  In  the 
present  discreditable  etate  of  parties  and  undignified  p<Mi- 
tion  of  Government,  it  ia  oonsoiatory  to  tea  that  one  thing 
at  least  baa  escaped  the  general  abasement ;  the  Liberal 
cause  still  bears  its  head  aloft,  triumphing  and  to  triuieph. 

Earl  Forteeeue  prefaced  hit  motion  with  a  short  and 
forcible  spaeeb.  in  which  ware  welt  eendansad  all  the  nhiaf 
points  in  support  of  his  case.  His  lordship  thewsd  what  a 
very  modem  institution  the  qualiflontien  is  whiah  baa  so 
often  been  magniloqu*ntly  deecribed  at  ena  of  the  great 
bulwarks  of  the  Conetitution  ;  and  he  pressed  more  atrongty 
than  we  remember  to  have  seen  it  pressed  before,  tha  ane* 
maly  and  unfairness  of  the  state  of  the  law,  which  makes 
the  possession  of  a  certain  amount  of  property  the  condition 
of  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Oomtnone,  while  there  le  no  euch 
qualification  neceesary  for  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Lords  itself. 
Nay.  “  he  believed  it  was  notorious  that  in  former  Parlia* 
“  ments  and  even  in  recent  times  (hs  made  no  allusion  to 
“  the  preaent  House)  that  Peers  had  sat  and  voted  who  had 
not  a  clear  income  to  the  small  amount  required  in  the 
**  representative  of  a  borough  in  the  House  of  Commons." 
Lord  Fortesoue  referred  to  a  statemsnt  which  the  late  Sir 
William  Moleaworth  made  in  1887,  upon  the  authority  of  ■ 
highly  respectable  solicitor,  much  conversant  in  elections, 
that  to  hia  belief  not  more  than  half  the  Commoners  sitting 
in  the  Parliament  of  that  year  were  qualified  according  to 
law :  and  hia  lordship  gave  the  following  amusing  instance 
of  a  fietitioua  qualification  within  his  own  knowledge  when  a 
member  of  the  Lower  House : 

A  gentleman  who  waa  returned  for  a  large  constituent  in  Ireland 
was  not  questioned  at  the  election  respecting  his  qualifleation,  and 
perhaps  he  might  not  have  been  aware  until  he  oame  to  take  his  seat 
that  any  qualincation  waa  required ;  his  means  were  not  very  large, 
and,  flndina  that  a  property  qualifleation  was  necessary,  he  procu^ 
a  map  on  a  large  scale  of  one  of  the  largest  counties  in  Ireland,  with 
the  aid  of  which  ha  selected  tha  names  of  certain  townlands  on  the 
map  in  a  mountainous  district  Those  nsmes  he  inserted  in  bis  do* 
claration  aa  bis  quali^ation,  and  upon  that  qualiiitation  he  aat  for 
two  Parliaments.  He  might  have  continued  sitting  upon  it  had  he 
not  quarrelled  with  some  of  the  purdea  who  assisted  in  procuring  his 
retom. 

Now  is  it  a  rational  objection  to  the  removal  of  the  law 
productive  of  such  absurd  and  immoral  results,  to  say — 
"  Oh,  this  is  one  of  the  five  points  of  the  Charter ! "  Earl 
Grey  “  presumed,  ss  his  noble  friend  advocated  the  first 
**  point,  he  was  prepared  to  argue  for  the  other  four.*'  On 
the  contrary,  Earl  Fortescue  will  be  in  a  better  position  for 
resisting  the  points  of  the  Charter  which  he  thinks  wrong,  in 
consequence  of  accepting  and  supporting  that  which  he  holds 
to  be  right.  Suppose  the  Charter  itself  were  in  debate,  whether 
would  it  be  the  part  of  prudence  to  reject  it  indiscriminately, 
the  good  with  the  evil,  or  to  separate  the  evil  from  the 
good,  and  thereby  deprive  the  latter  of  the  advantage 
derived  from  the  admixture  of  the  former.  When  the  law 
now  in  question  has  been  repealed,  there  will  be  so  much 
less  to  be  said  for  the  Charter  than  there  was  before.  The 
demagogue  will  have  only  four  topics  left ;  we  shall  have 
deprived  him  of  at  least  one  strong  position,  and  if  there 
is  anything  else  in  his  demands  to  which  reason  and 
justice  have  no  resistance  to  offer,  to  concede  it  would 
only  be  another  place  of  vantage  wrested  from  folly  and 
violence  by  wisdom  and  moderation.  We  regret  to  find 
ourselves  concurring  more  upon  any  subject  with  the  Earl 
of  Derby  than  with  such  a  man  as  Earl  Grey ;  but  the 
Premier  took  the  wiser  view  of  the  matter,  namely,  that  it 
is  time  enough  to  oppose  what  ought  to  be  oppos^  when 
the  question  is  raised  that  invoWes  the  error,  or  the  danger. 

I  agree  with  the  noble  earl  ia  the  opinion  he  expressed  that  the 
Bill  ia  in  itself  of  very  trifling  and  immaterial  importance,  and  I  also 
ama  with  him  in  tha  view  which  ha  takas  of  toe  danger  of  aoma 
ulterior  measures  with  which  he  sought  to  oooneet  this  BUI,  hut  with 
which  I  conftas  I  am  not  able  to  aae  any  connection.  Whenever 
measures  of  a  character  dangerous  to  the  oonstitutioa  may  be  pro¬ 
posed,  nothing  will  give  me  gTMter  aatisfaetion  thu  to  And  that  in 
rasiatfaig  tbara— aa  I  ahoald  lemst  them  on  whatever  aide  of  the  House 
I  might  happen  to  ait— I  have  the  conscientious  support  and  sarisl* 
aace  of  the  noble  earl. 

The  views  of  Esri  Grey  tr#  ths  harder  to  understand, 
inatmuob  aa  while  be  ia  ditpoaed  to  thwart  tha  public 
feeling  in  a  amall  matter  where  it  ia  right,  because  it  hap¬ 
pens  to  be  an  article  of  a  creed  otherwise  ohjoctionable,  be 
nevertbelesa  declares  his  belief  that  “  the  great  majority  of 
“  the  people  of  England  are  entirely  opposed  "  to  all  revo¬ 
lutionary  or  wild  measures.  His  lordship  went  on  to  say 
that  the  oountry  had  clearly  in  iia  view  the  examples  of 
France  and  America,  instructive  in  their  several  waya,  tlie 
former  showing  bow  the  extravaganoes  of  liberty  had  dready 
ended  in  the  opposite  extreme  of  despotism,  tbs  latter  how 
little  the  cause  of  genuine  democracy  gains  by  the  relaxa¬ 
tion  or  absence  of  those  checks  which  we  impose  on  it  in 
Engisnd,  as  muoh  for  its  protection  as  for  its  restraint. 
Tbeae  leaaons  Earl  Grey  admits  that  the  people  of  this 
country  have  studied  and  profited  by.  Then  why  is  he 
alarmed  by  the  points  of  the  Charter,  or  any  other  aobemet 
under  the  mask  of  reform?  His  lordship  peroeives  the 
difficulty,  and  answers  that  though  “  fearless  of  ex* 
“  treme  ehangee "  being  carried  **  in  the  gross,** 
he  is  apprshensive  of  the  revolutionists  aucoesding 
"  in  detail.**  For  example,  he  concedes  the  abolition  of  the 
property  qualification  with  fear  and  trembling,  as  one  of  a 
connected  chain  of  ooncesaioot,  only  to  end  when  nothing 
has  been  left  to  bo  refused.  But  surely  a  bit-by-bit  reform 
is  a  very  different  thing  from  a  bit-by-bit  revolution*  Bits 
of  revolution  we  should  object  to  as  much  as  Earl  Grey 


himself ;  but  in  every  bit  of  reform  thars  Mflnot  but  Im  more 
or  less  of  ftecuHly  agtibst  IfvolullonSI^  etils.  As  point 
after  point  sfissl^  the  qtlsUaffi  must  alffiiys  be,  whether  the 
alteration  propoied  ia  wise,  or  unwiM,  just,  or  unjust, 
intrinsioally  right  or  wmng  ? 

Bit-by-hlt  reform  esn  only  be  dangerous  by  being  too 
slow  for  the  demande  of  this  public.  As  k)^  ss  Is^# 
measures  are  not  urgently  called  for,  gradual  repairs  are 
unquestionably  the  safest  and  best.  It  is  strange  to  see  a 
man  of  the  peeuliaHy  otlm  and  moderate  mind  of  fieri 
Grey  enteruining  the  acruplee  wbioh  be  eipreaoed  on 
Thursday  night.  His  lordship,  however,  makes  tne  vtlnable 
admission  that  “the  time  elapsed  since  1882  has  rendered 
a  revision  of  the  representative  system  deslrsbls,  if  not 
“  neoeseary.'*  But  by  whom  ie  it  to  be  revised  ?  By 
whom  ia  the  “  large,  comprehensive,  and  well-halaneed 
**  measure*’  to  be  framed  ?  It  ie  perflsetly  clear  that  aa  long 
as  the  present  Cabinet  remains  in  office,  Lord  Grey  must  be 
content  with  “here  a  little,  and  there  a  little,**  or  find 
himself  in  every  successive  instance  opposed  to  the  progress 
of  reform. 


THE  DEANERY  OF  YORK. 

When  the  Deanery  of  York  fell  vacant,  worth  a  beggarly 
1 ,2001.  a-y ear— the  income  1,000/.,  together  with  fl  good 
house,  rent  free— Lord  Derby  was  placed  in  a  sore  perplexity. 
The  thing  he  bad  to  give  away  waa  like  the  elephant  which 
is  made  a  present  in  tha  East  for  purpoeee  of  vengeance, 
to  ruin  the  acceptor  in  the  keep  of  the  beaat.  Lord  Darby 
had,  therefore,  to  look  through  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
land  to  find  a  clergyman  with  a  pocket  strong  enough  for 
York  Cathedral.  It  is  a  beautiful  example  of  the  adjust¬ 
ment  of  supply  and  demand,  according  to  the  laws  of 
political  economy,  that  out  of  some  twenty  thousand  clergy¬ 
men,  beneficed  and  unbeneficed,  working  or  idle,  there  was 
exactly  one  to  meet  the  unique  demand,  that  is  for  a  man 
who  did  not  at  all  want  the  thing  to  be  given— one  superabun¬ 
dantly  rich,  and  whose  sole  employment  had  been  to  spend 
his  very  handsome  fortune.  Mr  Duneombe  was  the  man 
for  York,  the  man  whom  the  Deanery  would  not  ruin,  the 
man  who  could  bear  up  against  1 ,000/.  a-year,  and  a  good 
house  rent  free.  “  You  look  like  a  strong  fellow,**  said 
Peter  Simple’s  shipmates.  “  You  look  like  a  strong  fellow, 

who  can  bear  a  great  deal  of  sleep."  This  recommenda¬ 
tion  also  had  the  Reverend  and  Honourable  A.  Duneombe. 
He  can  bear  a  great  deal  of  sleep,  never  having  risen  to  do 
any  manner  of  pastoral  work,  and  the  very  dormitory  of 
the  Church  being  a  deanery.  Is  not  Mr  Duneombe,  then, 
excellently  fitted  for  the  place?  Nothing  can  be  said 
against  his  character,  we  are  assured,  and  let  the  friends  of 
the  Church  ponder  on  that  negative  repute.  There  are 
thousands  of  clergymen  of  whose  charseten  much  may  be 
said  in  praise,  hut  then  they  sre  working  men.  ind  poor, 
and  it  would  be  a  cruelty  to  give  them  a  deanery  with  a 
beggarly  1,000/.  a-year,  and  the  expenees  of  a  dignitary '• 
position.  For  so  Mr  D’Israeli  explains  the  etmsidsrationa 
involved  in  the  appointment.  But  preceding  Ministers 
have  not  thought  it  so  cruel  to  give  deaneries  to  men  having 
neither  large  fortunes  nor  brothers  in  the  House  of 
Lords.  Three  better  men  in  the  Church  cannot  be  named 
than  Hamilton,  the  Dean  of  Salisbury ;  Elliot,  the  Dean 
of  Bristol :  and  Dawes,  of  Hereford.  ^  good  are  tbev, 
indeed,  that  they  have  not  been  made  Bisbope,  their  friends 
in  power  not  having  had  the  heart  to  run  the  risk  of  spoiling 
them.  These  were  not  rich  men,  nor  the  brothers  of  Lords, 
and  they  have  not  been  ruined  by  preferment  to  the  station 
of  dignitaries  of  the  Church,  the  first  and  last  with  ths 
reduced  emoluments  of  1 ,000/.  a-year.  There  they  are  ths 
true  ornaments  of  ths  Church,  and  contriving  to  do  good 
and  be  useful  even  in  Deaneries. 

But  we  want  this  problem  worked  out  a  little  more  fully. 
If  it  be  necessary  to  look  out  for  a  rich  man  to  fill  a  deanery 
with  an  income  of  1,000/.  a-year,  because  spoor  one  could 
not  make  the  two  ends  meet  with  such  means,  what  is  to  he 
done  when  livings,  like  too  many  in  Wales,  fall  vacant  with 
Stipends  barely  touching  a  hundred.  When  Liord  Derby 
has  a  lean  living  of  SOL  a-year  to  give  away,  doea  he  con¬ 
sider  the  impossibility  of  a  poor  man’s  living  on  it.  and 
look  out  for  a  rich  man  to  do  the  work  for  the  love  of 
it  ?  Why  did  he  not  confer  some  nice  little  patronage  of 
this  sort  on  the  Rev.  aod  Hon.  A.  Duneombe  for  the  reasons 
assigned  by  Mr  D’Israeli,  that  be  was  rich,  and  a  poor  man 
could  not  afford  to  accept  the  preferment. 

There  is  no  disguising  the  matter.  The  thing  is  a  job. 
Worse  things,  no  doubt,  have  been  done  in  the  Church,  but 
there  is  that  now  in  the  public  mind  which  makes  this  ap¬ 
pointment  peculiarly  repugnant,  and  the  offence  is  muoh 
aggravated  by  the  hypocritical  defence  of  it,  which  imposes 
on  DO  one. 


THE  SLAVE  TRADE. 

Sydney  Smith  was  right.  It  is  high  time  that  we  should 
cease  defending,  and,  in  so  doing,  offending  all  the  world.  We 
must  begin  to  take  care  of  ourselves.  We  must  begin  to  live 
more  within  our  means  of  serving  mankind.  We  must  restrict 
our  txoessive  issues  of  philauthropy.  Let  eveiy  fair  en¬ 
deavour  be  made  to  move  other  itations  to  put  an  end  to 
the  abomination  of  the  slave  trade,  but  if  they  will  not  do 
their  duty  we  oannot,  single’banded,  make  up  for  all  their 
omissions,  aod  must  withdraw  from  a  work  not  only  over 
tasking  our  powers  but  exporing  us  to  the  danger  of  embroil¬ 
ment  and  war  with  tba  United  States.

■o^  bet  theae  are  the  atatenenta  made,  and  your  lordahips  know  thatj 
neither  international  law  nor  the  treaty  of  1842  would  justify  ua  in 
taking  such  measures  as  these.  I  entirely  agree  with  what  my  nobla 
ftdend  baa  said  as  to  the  American  flag  bei^  constantly  prostituted 
te  oem  the  dave  trade,  and  other  illegal  acta,  and  I  think  k  is ! 
highly  daalrahin  that  sobm  agreement  should  be  made  between  the  I 
two  ooantriea,  by  which  It  may  be  distinctly  understood  what  pro*  | 
oeedings  ought  to  be  taken  by  their  officers  resj^tively  for  eflbctuallv 
discovering  the  impositions  to  whidi  I  have  alluded,  and  which  will 
not  ha  offbnmve  to  honaat  traders.  It  is  to  that  point  I  have  direeCed 
Hw  attanlion  of  the  Qovernmant  of  the  United  Btatea,  and  no 
later  than  in  a  oonvenatian  which  I  had  this  morning  with  the 
Am^ean  Minister,  and  I  think  I  may  say  there  has  not  been  any 
great  difference  of  views  between  ua. 

No  doubt,  as  Lord  Clarendon  stated  lu  a  speech  as  com-  i 
mendable  as  that  of  his  successor  in  tbe  Foreign  Office. ! 
none  of  the  acts  charged  are  permissible  under  tbe  officers*  j 
instructions,  but  tho  danger  lies  in  the  nature  of  the  duty, 
and  the  temper  which  it  generates.  There  is  a  superabun- 
dauce  of  eagerness  and  activity  ;  suspicion  espies  a  slaver 
in  disguise  in  every  tub,  and  these  things,  combined  with  a 
little  indiscretion,  such  as  is  begotten  sometimes  on  a  hot 
day  after  dinner  by  an  extra  glass  of  wine,  may  cause  a 
misadventure  out  of  which  may  arise  war,  or  the  danger  of 
war,  which  is  the  next  evil  to  it  as  regards  commercial  re¬ 
lations.  The  niceties  of  circumspection  are  not  to  be  looked 
for  in  the  commanders  of  cruizers,  while  on  the  other  hand 
we  have  to  lay  our  account  with  the  most  exaggerated  sus¬ 
ceptibility  on  the  side  of  those  mdested  by  any  stretch  of 
interference.  Baise  the  blockade  before  mischief  is  done ;  ^ 
and  that  is  not  all,  let  England  give  notice  to  all  nations  i 
cooeerned  in  the  slave  trade  that  she  will  take  her  share  in  I 
the  work  of  humanity  if  they  will  contribute  their  quota  of  j 
assistance,  but  that  she  will  no  longer  consent  to  bear  the  | 
whole  burden  of  tbe  task.  Our  own  shores  now  call  for  the , 
defancea  which  are  diverted  to  watching  tbe  coast  board  of  | 
Africa  and  Cuba.  We  must  begin  to  look  at  home.  With  the  | 
work  we  have  on  our  bands  actually  or  prospectively,  we ' 
must  retrench  some  of  our  beuevolence  for  blacks,  and  hus- : 
band  our  resources  to  protect  liberty  in  its  last  European } 
hold.  We  have  made  large  sacrifices  for  the  suppression 
of  slavery  with  very  inadequate  results,  and  all  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  time  counsel  us  now  to  avoid  cause  of  oQouce  i 
and  improve  means  of  defence. 

POLITICAL  PRUDERT. 

'  There  is  a  delicate  virtue  in  public  life  analogous  to 
delicate  health,  for  which  we  cannot  profess  any  great 
respect.  It  must  be  nursed  and  coddled  and  kept  from 
every  rude  breath.  It  is  always  wrapping  itself  up,  and 
guarding  itself,  and  making  a  vast  fuss  about  its  precautions 
mr  self-preservation,  a  much  ado  about  little.  Now  we 
cannot  but  think  that  virtue  for  tbe  wear  and  tear  of  publio 
life  should  be  more  robust  and  hardy  than  this,  more  en¬ 
dowed  with  tbe  vi$  vita,  less  sensitive.  An  instance  in 
point  is  now  present.  The  Lord-Lieutenant  of  Ireland 
proposed  to  place  Mr  Maguire  in  tbe  Commission  of  the 
Peace  for  Cork.  Mr  Maguirs  declined,  assigning  as  tbe 
iwason  hlf  oare  of  his  independence. 

Hy  motive  is  a  simple  on*.  I  desire  not  only  to  maintain  my 
political  independence  m  and  out  of  the  House  of  Commons,  but  not 
to  risk  even  the  appearanoe  of  its  forfeiture..  I  gave  a  cordial  sup- 
non  to  her  Mq)eety*s  Ministers  in  their  late  struggle  against  a  dis¬ 
honest  raeolution  and  an  unp^oipled  oahal.  I  did  so  because  I  felt 
the  Oovernment  were  in  tbe  right,  and  that  their  enemies  were  in  the 
Wrong.  But  did  I  reoeire  even  so  trifling  a  favour  as  the  oommission 
of  tiio  peace  from  yoor  Excellency^  hands  it  might  be  said— by  those 
who  do  sot  know  raei,  or  who  have  an  intnest  in  misrepresentuig  the 
party  to  which  I  belong,  and  the  pohoy  which  I  have  penUtently 
pursued — ^that  I  was  anxious  to  propitiate  the  ^ory  Adioinistration, 
apd  acted  with  a  view  to  aonxe  ulterior  objeot. 

XiOgd  EgUntou  «(pro^  his  regret  at  ^  resolutiou  of  Mr 
Msjguiff,  and  oooVeyed  hie  aasaranoe  that  the  aooeptance  of 


the  efier  would  not  in  the  thf  Meet  degree  have  pledged 
him  to  support  the  OoveriMueut.  And  herd  indeed  it  would 
be  if  there  were  eny  inoompetibility  between  e  pinee  in 
the  Oommission  of  the  Peace  end  the  indepeodenee  of  a 
member  of  Parliament.  We  look  upon  the  refesal  of  Mr 
Maguire  for  the  reason  given  at  a  straining  at  a  gnat,  or  a 
piece  of  political  prudery.  He  might  have  taken  bis  fair 
place  in  the  magistracy,  and  held  an  iodependeut  oeurae  in 
ParUemeut  not  e  jot  the  Ires.  As  it  is,  here  is  a  very  cheap 
and  easy  jactitation  of  public  virtue. 

It  is  not  bravo  and  it  is  not  wise  to  make  concessions 
without  bounds  to  the  fear  of  miseonatruction  or  the  impu¬ 
tation  of  unworthy  motives.  The  cent  of  the  day  would 
forbid  e  public  writer  to  accept  an  iovitatiou  to  dinner  or  an 
aseerobly,  ae  Mr  Maguire  deoHned  e  place  in  the  ma- 
^ietrucy,  leet  he  ehould  be  suspected  of  being  Influenced 
m  hie  opinioue  suoh  paltry  meant.  Why,  what  society 
iu  this  country  m  above  tbe  fair  preteneione  of  e  roan 
of  edueatiou,  talents,  end  good  breeding,  who  has  made  the 
press  bis  vocation,  end  wields  tbe  powers  of  opinion  ?  Where 
but  in  this  country  would  the  admission  or  suoh  a  man  to 
tbe  company  of  tbe  so-oalled  greet  be  regarded  as  e  oonde- 
soanekm  er  e  means  of  oorruption  7  Whsn  France  had  e 
press,  a  distinguished  journalist  was  a  person  courted  In 
every  society,  no  matter  how  fhstidloui.  And  why  Is  It  to 
be  supposed  We  that  a  publio  writer  can  never  pees  into 
one  of  tbe  gilded  aakxma  alluded  to  by  Mr  D’ieraeli  without 
leaving  hie  independenoe  and  Integrity  behind  him  ?  Ger- 
tainly  the  ^id  pro  fuo  is  wanting,  and  of  a  strange  nature 
must  be  the  man  eontent  to  lose  his  self-rsspeot  in  order 
to  mix  in  the  doll  throng  of  Cambridge  House,  or  any  other 

?»laee  of  fashionable  assemblage.  If  the  preae  were  on  the 
boting  it  ought  to  be  on  In  this  country,  where  its  powers 
are  greatest,  it  would  be  oonsidered  quite  as  a  matter  of 
course  that  its  leading  members  should  take  thtir  plaee  in 
society  wherever  respect  is  paid  to  the  powers  of  intellect 
and  knowledge ;  but  the  press  of  this  country  has  not  Its 
proper  footing,  because  it  is  not  true  to  its  own  cause,  and 
because,  In  tbe  homely  language  of  the  old  proverb,  it  is 
ever  playing  the  part  of  the  dirty  bird,  **  foaling  its  own 
neet.*^  If  it  be  said  that  Journalbts  are  auch  paltry  fellows 
tliat  to  have  them  at  greet  ublee  or  in  fine  rooms  is  enough 
to  corrupt  their  honesty,  the  prose  is  eager  to  beck  the  im¬ 
putation  on  Ite  members.  It  boiaterously  applauds  the  dis¬ 
paragement  of  the  profession.  It  agrees  that  they  have  no 
place  in  the  $oi>di»ant  great  world  except  fur  the  end  and 
oldeot  of  eorruptioo,  the  much  more  probable  end  natural 
result  being  waarioeas  of  a  very  inane  routina. 

Upon  the  propensity  of  the  press  to  take  part  against  Its 
own  Wly  our  able  contemporary  the  Scotsman  observes  at 
followt 

It  ia  said  that  persona  connected  with  the  politieal  prera  of  the 
metroMlis  have  aetoallv  been  known  to  participate  in  aoeial  courteeiM 
with  me  leaders  of  politioal  parties,  and  also  that  members  of  Par¬ 
liament,  supposed  aspirants  to  high  office,  are  snspeoted  of  writing 
**  loading  articies.**  it  is  rathsr  droll,  for  esrtain  reasons,  that  Messrs 
Bright  and  D’IsraslI  shonld  be  the  men  to  raise  this  cn,  but  it  is  more 
than  droll  that  a  large  portion  of  the  press  itMlf  should  echo  it. 
Somebody,  eeekinr  to  lUostrate  the  Irish  ohsraoter,  said  that,  when* 
sver  there  ia  an  Irishman  to  be  roasted  alive,  there  will  be  a  rush  of 
ether  Irishmen  eompetine  for  the  pleasure  of  turning  tbs  spit.  Let 
anybody  oonneoted  with  the  press  oecome  the  object  of  attack,  how¬ 
ever  anjnst  or  preposterous,  and  his  brethren  may  be  relied  upon  to 
lend  a  band  in  smiting  him.

That  tbia  jolly  Millor  will  bo  tha 
darling  of  the  Irish  swains,  we  maka  no  queaiioo.  Provi- 
danoe  never  ahuta  one  door  but  ha  unlocks  another*  JusI 
when  so  many  other  fields  of  agrarian  activity  and  hoc* 
turnal  adventure  were  beginning  to  be  closed,  cornea 
this  welcoma  measure,  promising  a  now  oorioo  of  Bi«» 
bemian  Nighta*  Entortainments,  with  an  Irroaittible 
combination  of  profit  and  sport,  ippealing  to  the  two 
strongest  instincts  of  the  Irish  character.  fledewU  SaUtrnia 
re^na— of  the  Rookita  dynaaty.  How  the  very  reading 
of  Mr  Miller’a  Bill  will  make  tho  tooth  water  of 
every  surviving  minion  of  the  moon  In  Ireland.  It 
will  bo  sold  by  tbe  thousand,  and  might  well  be  en¬ 
titled  **  The  Poachor’a  Manual.”  Tho  gam#  aro  named 
and  classified,  at  if  by  another  Adam  or  Watarton  i  then 
their  seasons  of  perfection  are  aet  down  with  the  most 
tempting  precision,  when  pheasants  are  plumpest  and 
grouae  the  greatest  delicacies ;  in  other  clausea  there  is  an 
instructive  enomoration  of  the  various  devioos  and  atrsta- 
gems,  traps,  nets,  guns,  springes,  and  wires  for  the  snaring 
or  slaying  of  every  variety  of  feathered  luxury ;  the 
wild  sportsmen  of  tbe  cabins  will  find  all  poaaible 
instructions  as  well  at  all  possible  inducements  to 
break  the  law  within  the  four  corners  of  the  Bill  itself. 
There  are  clauses  for  wild-duck  and  seotiona  for 
snipe;  not  even  eg^s  are  forgotten  in  tbe  suggestive 
and  appetising  provisions  of  this  notable  prmect  m  law ;

The  world  will  naturally  conclude,  from  this  indiscrimi

CHURCH-RATES. 

TO  m  xDiToa  or  thb  *  ■zAXum.* 

Sir,—**  What  if  two  or  three  hundred  thousand  pounds  a 
year  were  to  go  into  the  pockets  of  the  landlords,  who  have  no 
right  to  iiV’—^aminer  of  April  S4th.  Yes,  if  that  is  the 
alternative,  so  say  I.  If  the  alternative  is  that  we  must  either 
put  into  the  pockets  of  the  landlords  the  amount  of  the  church- 
rate,  or  continue  the  church-rate  upon  its  present  footing,  with 
all  ^e  annoyances  and  ill  blood  and  ill  feeling  it  has  engen¬ 
dered,  then,  I  say,  make  a  present  to  the  landlords  of  every 
shilling  of  the  rate.  That,  however,  I  think  is  not  the  only 
alternative.  But  it  is  scarcely  fair  to  give  one  isolated  sentence 
merely  without  the  context.  **  What,  you  say,  if  two  or  three 
hundred  thousand  pounds  a  year  were  to  go  into  the  pockets  of 
the  landlords,  who  have  no  right  to  it  ?  It  would  be  only  so 
much  wealth  thrown  overboard  to  enable  the  Church  to  pursue 
her  Christian  voyage  in  peace  and  safety.  The  Irish  Church  is 
all  the  more  secure  for  tne  fourth  part  of  the  tithe  which  she 
cast  away  some  twenty  years  since,  and  which  went  of  course 
also  into  lay  pockets.*^  The  question,  I  think,  is,  whether  we 
irm>  give  two  or  three  hundrM  thonsand  a  year,  or  more  cor¬ 
rectly  speaking,  some  four  or  five  hundred  thousand  pounds  a- 
vear,  for  that,!  believe,  is  about  the  amount  of  the  rat^  to  the 
landlord  in  order  to  get  quit  of  the  annoyances  and  HI  blood 
and  ill  feeing  the  rate  must  almost  mtccuarilg  engender.  In 
Ihct,  in  other  words,  whether  we  cannot  relieve  the  honest  bona- 
fide  Dissenter  without  making  any  such  absurd  present  to  the 
landlords  as  that  of  four  or  five  hundred  thousand  a  year— of, 
in  fact,  twelve  or  fourteen,  or  fifteen  millions  of  money,  ^e 
Talue  capitalised  of  a  perpetual  annuity  of  that  amount.  If 
we  cannot  relieve  the  honest  and  bona-fide  Dissenter  in  any 
other  way,  then  I  think  the  question  is,  whether  the  landlord 
should  put  this  four  or  five  hundred  thousand  a  year  into  his 
pocket,  or  the  State  should  take  it.  If  one  of  them,  then  it 
should  be  the  State,  and  not  the  landlord,  who  can  have,  as  you 
properly  say,  no  right  to  it.  Within  sight  almost  from  the 
windows  of  the  very  room  in  which  I  am  now  writing,  is  a  farm 
of  some  500  acres  or  so,  purchased  by  the  owner,  a  larmer,  and 
occupied  by  the  owner.  Now  the  annuM  Church-rate  on  this  Ihrm 
is  upon  an  avwage  of  years  some  171.  or  IHf.  a  year,  or  in  other 
words,  the  gentleman  in  question  purchased  this  farm,  and  holds 
this  frnn,  with  a  charge  upon  it  of  some  500f.or  so.  Now  Sir  John 
Trelawiiy  s^s,  make  a  present  to  the  gentleman  in  question  of 
this  500(.  Sir  George  Grey  says,  make  a  present  to  him  of  the 
500f.,  or  of  this  171.  or  1m.  a  year,  if  he  will  but  only  say  **  I 
am  a  Dissenter.”  I  am  afraid  some  of  his  wick^  neighbours 
would  say  (I  don*t  say  it,  but  I  am  afraid  some  of  his  neigh¬ 
bours  would),  that  for  one  seventeenth  mr  eighteenth  part  of 
such  a  sum  as  17/.  or  18/.  a  year,  be  would  not  only  willing 
to  declare  himself  a  Dissenter,  but  a  Jew  or  a  Turk  if  netful. 
Now  is  such  a  man  as  this  the  person  to  make  a  present  to  of 
filK)/.,  as  8ir  John  Trelawny  would  do,  or  to  offer,  as  Sir  George 
Grey  would,  a  bribe  to  1  Certainly  not.  It  is  not  the  honest, 
conscientious,  respectable  bona-fide  Dissenters  whose  contribu¬ 
tions  to  their  own  places  of  worship  perfectly  shame  us  Church¬ 
men,  that  I  should  begrudge  such  a  boon  to,  or  that  I  should 
fear  to  trust  with  the  power  of  making  such  a  declaration ;  but 
the  any  thingarians,  or  rather  the  ao/Asii^arians,  the  men  who 
are  neither  Churchmen  nor  Dissenters,  hioman  Catholics,  Jew 
nor  Turk,— neither  **  fish,  flesh,  nor  fowl,  nor  even  good  red- 
herring,” — the  men,  in  fact,  who  are  no/Atiqf the  men  who 
contribute  neither  to  church  nor  chapel.  Such  are  not  the 
men  to  be  sntnuted  with  sudi  a  power,  or  to  receive  such  a 
^n.  One  of  our  legislators,  a  Liberal,  whom  I  have  the 
honour  of  bowing,  on  hearii^  it  remarked  a  short  time  ago 
«t  »a  abohtion  of  the  Chuxw-rate  would  put  four  or  five 
hundred  a  year  into  his  pocket,  frankly  admitted  it  would,  but 
like  ^  honest  man,  iiamediately  added,  - 1  should  not  fesl  my¬ 
self  justified  m  putting  the  money  into  my  pockety  I  should 


THE  ATTITUDE  OF  FRANCE. 

(Prom  the  Timu  of  the  10th  inst) 

For  what  purpose,  or  in  what  quarrel,  against  whom  or  whom, 
we  know  not,  France  ia  undoubtedly  arming  on  a  scale,  with  a  me¬ 
thod,  a  system,  and  a  deliberation,  truly  formidable  to  all  her  neigh- 
boura, — whether,  lika  ourselves,  they  nave  the  good  fortune  to  be 
sheltered  from  the  impending  storm  under  the  umbrageous  branchea 
„  !  of  an  mtmU  sonNsfo,— whether,  like  Brigiui^  Piedmont,  and  Spain, 
>  ;  in  the  oonsciousneaa  of  their  inability  to  resist,  they  listen  with  no 
'  unreasonable  trepidation  for  the  first  howl  of  the  coming  tempest, — 
or  whether,  like  Austria,  they  know  not  how  soon  they  may  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  ^ht  for  their  dominions  against  a  InwTe  and  well-oiaciplined 
enemy.  France  ia  certainly  arming,  and  arming  both  by  land  and 
sea.  Her  army,  already  large,  ia  imdergoing  considerable  increase. 
She  ia  just  ou  the  point  of  completing  a  railway  which  connects  all 
her  military  stations  with  the  fortiftcationa  of  Cherbourg,  a  port  con¬ 
structed  at  enormous  pains  and  at  vast  expense,  and  poaacanng  erery 
focility  that  akill  devise  for  the  simultaneous  embaroation  of  very 
large  bodies  of  troops.  France  ia,  bmidea,  busily  engaged  in  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  great  steam  fleet,  aimed  and  propelled  on  the  very  bert 
and  newest  principles  at  preaent  developed  W  the  art  of  war ;  she  is 
gathering  up  her  colossal  strength,  and  would  appear  to  be  on  the  eve 
of  some  vast  enterprise,  in  the  prosecution  of  which  that  strength  is 
to  Iw  put  forth  to  the  utmost  Not  only  is  the  mihtary  eluent 
studiously  strengthened  and  increased,  but  it  ia  beginning  to  assert  a 
predominance  over  civilians  which  shows  itself  more  and  more  every 
day,  and  naturally  makes  us  anxious  about  our  relations  with  a  coun¬ 
try  in  which  the  balance  is  ao  completely  pressed  down  by  the  supe¬ 
rior  weight  of  the  military  class. 

It  ia  in  vain  that  we  aedi  for  anything  in  the  present  condition  of 
France  which  can  account  for  the  remarkable  proceedings  to  which 
we  most  unwillingly  allude.  The  finances  of  the  country  are  in  a 
state  that  must  ren^  any  naval  or  military  expraditure^  not  abso¬ 
lutely  called  for  by  necessity  or  hononr  pecuuarly  inexpedient.  ^  The 
people  of  ISnglanrt  hsve  no  wish  nearer  their  hearts  than  to  remain  on 
the  very  best  terms  with  their  formidable  and  warl^e  neighbour,  and 
we  are  sure  that  there  ia  no  country  in  Europe  which  would  regard  a 
rupture  with  Fimnoe  with  any  otfo  feelings  than  those  of  the  most 
genuine  abhorrence  and  dismay.  Ws  cannot  believe  for  a  moment 
the  enormous  jweparationa  which  France  is  making  are  intended 
for  defensive  watfere,  for  there  is  not  the  slightest  symptom  of  a  wish 
in  any  quarter  to  attack  her.  Her  form  or  government  agrees  en¬ 
tirely  with  the  notions  entertained  by  the  (fovemments  of  the  greater 
MUt  of  Eurojpe,  and  we  in  England  have  long  learnt  to  renounce  the 
Quixotic  notion  of  forcing  our  own  ideas  upon  other  nations.  If 
France  ia  Imppy  we  are  content  she  should  be  ao  in  her  own  way, 
and  desire  nothing  but  to  see  her  great,  peaceful,  and  prosperous. 
Why,  then,  is  France  arming  ? 

It  may  be  that  the  peculiar  form  of  government  in  which  France 
has  seen  fit  to  indul^ .  neeessitstes  some  increase  of  the  xrmy  for 
purxKMes  of  domestic  repression,  and  we  would  much  rather  believe 
it  ii  80  than  auppoae  the  is  marshalling  her  forces  for  some  foreign 
but,  if  we  grant  that  the  army  is  increased  for  the  purpose  of 
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insuring  domestic  tranquillity,  on  what  ground  are  we  to  account  for 
the  coireaponding  and  oontemporaneous  augmentation  of  her  fleet  ? 
The  navy  has  iJwaya  been  a  fevooilte  force  in  England,  because, 
among  other  reasons,  it  is  a  force  which  cannot  rea^y  be  used  for 
the  purpose  of  coercing  the  people.  In  France  thw  same  principle 
must  apply,  and  we  are  at  a  loss  to  know  for  what  pacific  puipoee  a 
larm  steam  navy  ia  being  prepared.  France  has  but  few  coloniea, 
and  those  of  inconsiderable  extent.  She  has  no  large  foreign  oom- 
meroe  to  protect,  no  refiractory  India  to  reconquer  and  reorganise. 
She  has  nothing  to  fear  from  a  descent  on  her  coasts  from  any 
foreign  Power.  Why,  then,  ia  Franee  arming  and  augmenting  her 
na^? 

We  have  a  ri^t  to  ask  the  question ;  for,  whatever  be  the  enemy 
against  whom  the  thunderbolt  is  forged,  th^  is  no  doubt  that  these 
warlike  preparationa  in  a  time  of  pr^und  peace  tend  to  inflict  upon 
us,  in  common  with  the  rest  of  our  neighbours,  many  of  the  calami¬ 
ties  and  miseries  of  war.  If  France  will  insist  on  her 

armies  and  her  navies,  she  forces  us,  her  neighbours  and  her  alUet,  to 
do  the  same.  We  have  too  much  at  stake  within  this  little  of 
ours  to  be  content  to  exist  by  the  permisrion  and  on  the  sufferance  of 
any  ally,  however  fSuthfiil, — of  any  fon^  Prince,  however  mag¬ 
nanimous.  History  warns  us  against  incurring  &e  fiite  of  those 
nations  who  have  trusted  the  power  of  the  sword  in  other  th^n 
those  in  which  they  were  content  to  trust  their  freedom.  If  France 
is  determined  to  ana  we  must  either  be  content  to  lie  at  her  mercy  or 
prepare  to  arm  too.  If  she  increaaea  her  regular  army  we  can  hardly 
^  Mas  than  call  oat  and  embody  our  Mmtia.  If  she  upon 
ineieaainf  her  navy,  ahe  foroee  us  most  unwillingly,  from  the  barest 
oonsideratians  of  prudence,  to  undergo  the  expense  of  a  Channel 
Fleet.  This  expenditure,  which  is  not  required  for  domestic  pur- 
noa^  nor  for  the  defence  of  our  colonies,  nor  for  the  reduction  of  the 
Indian  rebellion,  ia  purely  of  the  nature  of  a  war  expenditure,  in 
self-defence,  foro^  upon  us  by  the  threatening  attitude  of  a  Power 
which  tells  us  in  the  same  breath  that  it  is  our  cordial  friend  and  sure 
ally.  We  should  prefer  other  proofe  of  cordiality,  friendship,  and 
alliance  than  are  to  be  found  in  an  attitude  which  compels  us  either 
to  trust  ourselves  blindly  and  entirely  to  the  profeeaiona  of  a  powerful 
neighbouring  State,  mr  to  liam|>er  our  commerce,  embarrasa  our 
finimoea,  and  retard  neoeaaary  improvements  for  the  purpose  of 
keeping  up  a  barren  and  unprofitable  force  to  defend  ua  afainat 
atti^  which  may  certainly  never  have  been  contemplate^  but 
which  it  is  our  bounden  duty  to  render  impossible.  Tm  time  has 
arrived  when  we  ought  to  qieak  plainly  on  this  matter.

The  Earli  of  KUdara^  and  thtir  Aneatort:  from  1057  to 
1773.  By  the  Merquie  of  Kildare.  TUrd  Edition. 
Dublin :  Hodges,  Smith,  and  Go. 

The  two  former  editiona  of  thia  book  were  printed  fok 
priTate  circnlation,  but  the  etorj  of  the  Geraldlnea  Is  allied 
to  10  mneh  that  is  picturesque  in  Irish  story,  that  we  are 
glad  now  to  welcome  it  as  a  contribution  to  the  number  of 
those  frunily  histories  that  become,  aa  it  ia  right  they  ahould 
be,  pablie  ohroniolee.  In  the  present  instanoe  it  is  chiefly 
from  public  chronicles  already  extant  that  the  family  Litton 
is  drawn ;  from  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Masters,  Grace's 
Annals,  Ware’s  Annals,  Holinshed,  the  print^  State 
Papers,  and  other  authorities.  The  ^rls  o(  Kildare  wem 
men  of  a  bold  and  actiTo  race,  who  seem  to  have  troubled 
tbemselvea  little  with  the  storing  up  of  muniments.  Ex¬ 
cept  some  interesUng  letters  written  to  George,  **  the  Fairy 
Earl,”  in  the  early  part  of  the  seventeenth  century,  there  is 
not  much  to  be  found  in  this  family  history  that  has  not 
formed  part  of  some  other  publish^  chronicle ;  but  the 
compilation  has  been  skilfully  made  by  the  present  Marquis, 
and  the  nature  of  his  material,  while  it  aeprirea  the  book 
of  the  interest  attaching  to  the  minuter  illustration  of  past 
manners,  secures  for  it  all  the  life  and  bustle  of  a  book  of 
adventures.  It  is  the  story  of  the  Kildares,  whose  tempting 
name  could  not  escape  the  punster  even  in  an  epitaph. 

Who  killed  Kildare  f 
Who  dared  Kildare  to  kill  t 
Death  killed  Kildare, 

Who  dare  kill  whom  he  will. 


Thia  wu  the  family  that  yielded  among  its  women 
Surra's  Geraldine,  and  among  its  men,  its  campions  and 
rebels,  **  the  Great  Earl,”  who  in  the  last  years  of  the 
fifteenth  century,  after  two  years'  confinement  in  the  Tower 
of  London,  being  accused,  among  other  thinga,  of  having 
burnt  the  Cathedral  of  Cashel,  replied  to  the  Council : 
**  By  my  troth,  I  would  never  have  done  it,  but  I  thought 
**  the  Bishop  was  in  it.”  Whereupon  said  the  Bishop  of 
Meath,  as  the  well-known  story  runs,  **  All  Ireland  cannot 
”  rule  this  man;”  and  the  King  answered  at  once,  **Then 
*'  be  shall  rale  all  Ireland.”  And  be  did  role,  dying  at 
last  **  a  migh^  man  of  stature,  full  of  honour  and  eonrage, 
**  who  bad  bora  Lord  Depu^  and  Lord  Justice  of  Irrisnd 
*‘  three-and-thirty  years.” 

The  Geraldinea  are  accounted  to  be  a  branch  of  the 
Gherardini  family  of  Floreooe,  whereof  one  member  passed 
into  Normandy  eight  eenturies  ago,  and  came  probably  to 
England  with  King  Edward  the  Confessor.  One  or  two 
members  of  the  family  formed  Welsh  allianoee,  and  then 
Maurice,  its  representative,  fought  beside  Strongbow,  Earl 
of  Pembroke,  in  the  invasion  prompted  by  a  vm  between 
the  Irish  kingk  There  he  said,  in  ^e  spirit  of  a  Welsh¬ 
man,  **  Tbongh  English  to  the  Irish  we  are  as  Irish  to  the 
E^ish ;  for  this  island  does  not  show  ns  greater  hatred 
'*  than  that.”  The  jealousy  of  Strongbow  oMued  Maurice 
to  retire  to  Wales,  but  the  Geraldines  being  found  neces¬ 
sary  to  the  maintraanca  of  Strongbow's  poaition,  he  waa  re¬ 
called,  and  received  with  other  territory  a  grant  of  the 
barony  of  Offaly,  from  which  Kildare  waa  excepted.  Hit 
son  Gerald  was  the  first  Baron  of  OffUy.  John  Fitx'^h^ 
mas,  who  early  in  his  career  had  disputed  with  De  Vesci, 
Lord  of  Kildare,  and  at  the  end  of  the  dispate  had  oome  by 
his  lands,  received  from  Edward  the  Second  iti  1313, 
for  his  good  service,”  the  castle  and  town  of  Kildare,  and 
was  created  its  first  Earl. 

How  wild  a  life  these  Iriah  earls  led  in  their  early  ^ya" 
we  may  infer  from  the  Act  of  10  Henry  VII,  c.  30,  ‘’**to 
*' aboliah  the  words  Crom-a-boo  and  BuUer-a-boo."  Aboo 
was  the  Irish  shout  of  defianoe  closing  a  war-cry,  and  Crom- 
aboo  waa  the  war-cry  of  the  Geraldines  of  Kildare.  The 
word  was  a  dear  one  to  them,  for  some  time  afterwards  we. 
find  one  of  the  dead  earls  whispering  it  from  his  tombstone, 

**  Sil  Dieu  plet, — Cromaboo  !’* 

A  daii^ter  of  the  bouse  of  Kildare  was  Margaret  the 
'*  Great  Countess  of  Ormond,”  whose  name  has  lived  mom 
than  three  centuriea  in  the  traditions  of  the  Kilkenny  pea¬ 
santry.  Cromwell  is  their  destroyer  of  casUee,  Mairgread 
their  builder,  and  they  tell  numberlesa  tales  of  her  power, 
her  wisdom,  her  manlike  majesty,  her  self-liking,  and  her 
oppressions. 

We  tnm  to  the  suppression  of  the  Geraldine  rebellion  in 
Henry  the  Eighth’s  days,  and  the  capture  of  the  five  Geral¬ 
dines,  who  being  conveyed  to  England  in  a  vessel  cslled  the 
Cow,  bowled  and  lamented  because  one  of  them  bore  in 
mind  '*  an  old  prophecy  that  five  Earls’  brethren  should  bo 
**  carried  in  a  Cow’s  belly  to  England,  and  from  thence 
**  never  to  return.”  Here  is  a  scrap  of  fresh  information : 

In  a  dooumentitill  extant,  it  is  recorded  that  the  allowance  to 
Thomas,  Earl  of^ldare,  as  atate  prisoner,  for  board  and  bedding, 
during  sixteen  months  (the  duration  of  hia  imprisonment)  waa  20s. 
per  week.  To  Sir  James  and  Sir  John  FitiGerald,  K^hta,  for 
eleven  mnnih*,  each  10a.  To  Walter,  Richard,  and  Oliver  Fits 
Gerald,  for  eleven  monUis,  6s.  8d.,  and  for  **  Burnell,  the  Irishman,” 
for  eleven  months,  6s.  8d. 

Some  years  later  we  find  among  pardons  one  granted  to  an 
Irish  domeetio  poet,  whose  true  designation  seems  to  hsve 
bewildered  the  authorities.  He  is  defined  as  Owen  Keynsn, 
of  Csppervarget,  near  Bathangan,  Harper,  otherwise  Owen 
Keynan,  servant  of  Gerald,  late  Earl  of  Kildare,  otherwise 
Owen  Rhymer,  otherwise  Sleynan  the  Poet,  otherwise  Owen 
Keynan  Keyege,  Bard. 

The  **  Fairy  Earl  ”  was  not  nine  yean  old  when  be 
succeeded,  in  1620,  to  his  title.  He  is  eslled  the 
Faiiy  Earl  from  the  small  ataturo  that  his  portrait 
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repratanU.  At  an  Earl  ha  waa  ward  of  the  Crown,  and  had 
lorgoardiana  the  Duka  of  Lennox,  and  npon  bia  daath 
tha  Duebaaa,  who  apaadilj  aaaignad  her  charge  to  the  firat 
Earl  of  Cork.  The  young  Btrl'a  aunt  wiabed  to  secure  the 
guardianship  to  the  Earl  of  Antrim,  whom  she  also  recom* 
mended  as  a  father-in-law.

The  Earl  of  Cork  becoming  guardian,  and  having  a 
daughter  to  dispose  of  also,  proposed  her  to  tlie  eligible 
husband,  and  although  the  Duchess  of  Leonox  appears  to 
have  pledged  him  to  the  Earl  of  Antrim,  the  daughter 
bf  his  actual  guardian.  Lady  Joan  Boyle,  beotme  bia  wife. 

The  Fairy  was  attended  by  a  Dwarf : 

In  October,  1629,  the  Earl  entered  Christ  Church  College  at  Ox- 
ferd.  While  he  was  there,  Lord  Cork  wrote  to  him,  on  the  25th 
March,  1630,  as  follows : — “  As  for  your  dwarfe,  seeing  bis  preseat 
msintenanoe  comes  out  of  yoiur  estate,  I  am  very  well  pleas^  with 
your  ohoyoe  of  him  to  attend  upon  you  and  your  tutor  (Mr  Sib- 
morp).  to  be^  erer  neere  you,  and  hee  to  way  to  uiwn  you  as  your  page. 
I  thiu  it  will  be  sufficient  untill  you  come  hither,  for  I  doe  not 
with  you  to  pester  yourselfe  with  two  many  attendants.” 

'  On  the  Eari  taking  leave  of  the  Duchesa  of  Lennox  in  June,  1630, 
she  gave  him  20/.,  which  he  immediately  distributed  among  her 
servants. 

As  he  was  to  return  to  Ireland  in  July,  Lord  Cork  procured  a 
royal  warrant  for  post  horses,  and  a  **  b^ue  to  transport  him  to 
Ireland.”  But  **tne  seas  beinge  infested  with  pirates,”  s  king’s  ship 
was  sent  to  convey  him  over. 

The  Earl  was  married  to  Lady  Joan  Boyle  on  the  15th  August, 
1630,  being  then  only  eighteen  years  of  age. 

Among  the  letters  addressed  to  this  earl,  and  now  first 
pubtisfaed,  we  find  one  from  the  last  Earl  of  Desmond  and 
one  from  the  Lord  Deputy,  Wentworth,  afterwards  Earl  of 
Strafibrd,  the  latter  being  an  attempt  to  reconcile  him  to  hia 
lather-in-law,  with  whom  be  bad  quarrelled. 

So,  as  the  chronicle  shows,  time  runs  on,  and  the  world 
changes.  At  the  beginning  of  this  family  history  we  have 
the  bouse  represent^  by  a  chieftain  marrying  a  king’s 
mistress,  the  most  beautiful  woman  in  all  Wales,  and 
burnt  out  of  bis  castle  and  his  bed  by  another  wild  chief, 
who  bears  her  away  from  him  through  the  flames ;  towards 
the  close  of  it  we  oome  to  a  Kildare  who  is  one  of  the 
noet  pious^  noblemen  of  the  age,  but  **  extremely  formal 
“  and  delicate,  insomuch  that,  when  be  was  married  to  Lady 
*-Mary  O'Brien,  one  of  the  most  shining  beauties  then  in 
**  tha  world,  he  would  not  take  his  wedding  gloves  oiT  to 
'*  embrace  her.”

A  few  of  the  poems  in  this  volume  have  appeared  in 
Household  Words^  and  it  is  no  slight  evidence  of  their 
power  that  they  will  recur  as  familiar  atraius  to  those  who 
lighted  on  them  among  raiaeellaneous  reading  many  months 
ago.  Such  tales  as  the  Angel's  Story,  the  Sailor  Boy,  the 
Tomb  in  Ghent,  are  very  touching,  and  derive  their  power 
not  so  much  from  artistic  treatment — verbal  and  technical 
objections  may  be  raised,  perhaps,  a  score  of  times  in  the 
course  of  the  volume— but  because  of  the  unstudied  earnest¬ 
ness  with  which  Miss  Proctor  knows  how  to  express  warm 
feelings  and  thoughts  both  delicate  and  true. 


Legends  and  Lgries,  A  Book  of  Verses.  By  Adelaide  Aone 
Procter.  Bell  and  Daldy. 

''  This  modest  **  book  of  verses  ”  by  a  poet’s  daughter  is 
remarkable  for  its  simplicity  and  truth.  There  is  no  strain 
after  showy  thoughts  or  admirable  phrases  visible  in  any 
line  of  it,  there  is  desire  to  attain  and  success  in  attaining 
the  purity  and  grace  of  speech  without  which  verse  is  an 
impeitinenoe,  but  we  never  can  conceive  Miss  Procter 
saying  to  herself,  when  she  has  written  any  couplet,  ”  there 
tha  reader  of  taste  will  make  a  pencil  mark  and  think  to 
**  himself.  Fine !"  The  singer  has  in  her  own  heart  a  little 
creed  to  dwell  upon,  it  ia  in  some  form  the  burden  of  all 
her  plesMnt  stories  and  her  songs; — We  come  into  the 
world  with  work  to  do,  and  Now  ia  the  right  time  for 
working,  and  the  way  to  work  ia  with  warm  faith  in  God 
and  in  each  other.  Kind  little  words  are  of  the  same  blood 
at  great  and  .holy  deeds.  Pain  is  true  blessing  upon  those 
who  'recq^ise  its  source;  Each  incompleteness  bids  us 
lahddr  upward ;  above  all,  what  is  wanting  to  the  perfectness 
of  human  love  points  to  the  divine  end  of  all  our  labours.

The  Life  and  Adventures  of  Msrvyn  ClUheroe.  By  W. 

Harrison  Ainsworth.  Routledge  and  Go. 

Mr  Ainsworth  has  at  length  completed  the  romance 
which  for  some  time  past  he  has  been  publishing  in  a  serial 
form,  and  with  the  whole  work  now  before  us  we  are  fully 
justihed  in  saying  that  it  is  one  of  the  best  he  has  ever 
written.  Mervyn  Clilheroe  is  a  tale  of  strong  domestic  in¬ 
terest;  the  incidents  by  which  it  is  marked  are  alike  natural 
and  picturesque;  the  numerous  characters  that  fill  the 
scene  have  each  a  sharp  and  distinct  identic,  and  are 
drawn  with  a  firm  and  diaeriminating  touch;  and  the 
dramatic  movement  of  the  atory  is  sustained  throughout. 
In  noticing  the  first  five  numbers  of  Mr  Ainsworth’s  ro¬ 
mance  we  indicated  its  leading  features  to  the  extent  of 
showing  the  point  on  which  the  interest  turned,  namely, 
the  deadly  rivalry  between  the  manly  but  impetuous  hero 
aud  his  cowardly  designing  cousin.  By  villanous  agency 
Mervyn  bad  been  deprived  of  a  fair  inheritance ;  by  artful 
machinations  he  was  in  a  fair  way  of  losing  the  object  of  bis 
affections.  At  every  turn  Mervyn  Clilheroe  was  encoun¬ 
tered  by  Malpas  Sale,  and  always  to  the  disadvantage  of  the 
former.  To  show  how,  under  these  circumstances,  the  hero 
wins  hb  way  through  all  the  obatacles  that  lie  in  his  path  has 
been  the  author's  subsequent  task,  and  be  has  achieved  it 
with  his  accustomed  skill  and  spirit. 

Skilful  in  the  development  of  the  dark  and  evil  quali¬ 
ties  of  human  nature,  Mr  Ainsworth  now  brings  into  pro¬ 
minence  two  persoD^es  who  exercise  a  material  influenoe 
over  the  events  of  the  story;— one  of  them,  the  gipsy 
Phaleg,  a  sinister  figure,  whoee  appearance  b  alwayi  the 
herald  of  some  concealed  danger,  and  the  other,  the  super- 
subtle  Simon  Pownall,  whose  underhand  contrivances  are 
no  less  hurtful  to  the  fortunes  of  Mervyn  Clilheroe.  It  b 
one  of  Mr  Ainsworth's  merits  as  a  writer  of  fiction  to 
be  able  to  throw  with  effect  shadows  like  these  across  the 
broad  sunshine  of  hb  narrative,  shadows  that  cast  a  gloom 
for  a  time  only  to  enhance  the  after  brightness.  With 
how  much  that  is  cheerful,  whimsical,  aud  captivating, 
this  gloom  b  contrasted,  let  the  other  characters  de¬ 
clare,  conspicuous  amongst  them  being  honest  Ned  Gul- 
cbeth,  the  stalwart  gamekeeper,  his  artless,  deluded  young 
wife,  **  Old  Hazy,”  who  pins  hb  faith  on  dreams  and  omens 
I  in  a  very  comic  and  original  manner,  and  hb  delicious  little 
niece.  Ora,  a  brunette  whose  charms  have  a  most  decided 
tendency  to  shake  even  the  faith  that  b  already  plighted. 
Some  of  the  situations  which  Mr  Ainsworth  has  created  in 
this  romance  are  no  less  novel  than  striking,  that,  for  in¬ 
stance,  of  Mrs  Mervyn's  death-bed, — ibe  first  meeting  be¬ 
tween  the  hero  and  his  unknown  father, — the  singular 
history  of  Owlarton  Hall  and  its  mysterious  bell  -ringing, — 
the  chase  across  the  morass, — and  the  highly  exciting  scene 
which  brings  to  a  close  the  career  of  the  guilty  Malpas.  Mr 
Ainsworth’s  deberiptions  are  so  full  of  life  and  freshness, 
that  we  would  gladly  make  quotations  from  them,  but  the 
necessity  for  compression  compels  us  to  refrain,  and  con¬ 
tent  ourselves  with  recommending  the  completed  work  to 
our  readers. 


MB  CHABLBS  OICXKNs's  BBADINOS. 

Mr  Dickens  has  given  the  public  a  freah  bold  upon  him¬ 
self  that  it  will  not  readily  looeen,  and  the  Readings  once 
fairly  commenced  must  neecb  continue.  As  we  have  before 
said,  in  these  readings  from  his  works  Mr  Dickens  simply 
makes  right  use  of  a  skill  in  speech  not  less  distinct  and 
peculbr  than  hb  skill  in  writing.  When  Schiller  himself 
read  to  the  pbyers  his  first  acted  play,  they  were  aghast  at 
its  impotence.  Of  hb  force  of  thought  there  survived  not  a 
trace  upon  his  tongue,  and  since  the  days  when  the  old 
Scalds  and  bards,  gleemen  and  trouveurs,  made  stories  to  be 
told  by  their  own  word  of  mouth,  few  writers  have  lived 
who  could  worthily  speak  all  that  they  have  written.  One 
of  our  lesser  dramsibts  had  such  a  skill.  Mrs  Oldheld 
used  to  say  that  the  beet  lesson  in  her  art  she  ever  had  was 
Nicolas  Rowe’s  reading  to  her  of  her  pert  in  one  of  hie  own 
tragedies.  Aa  for  the  old  diseurs  and  minstrels,  they  needed 
commonly  the  jingle  of  rhyme  or  of  music  to  make  their 
way  of  telling  their  own  stories  acceptable  even  to  rude  ears. 

Whoever  is  possessor  of  a  talent  serviceable  to  society  is 
bound  to  use  it.  As  a  writer  Mr  Dickens's  life  has  been 
spent  in  giving  force  to  honest  thoughts  and  kindly  sympa¬ 
thies.  His  field  of  labour  is  one  in  which,  great  as  the 
power  is  of  earnest  written  words,  ths  spoken  word  b  yet 
more  quickening.  One  of  his  Christmas  storise — say  the 
Chimes — may  be  read  and  felt  by  all,  and  by  some  fairly  under¬ 
stood,  but  when  heard  it  b  felt  and  understood  throughout. 
A  common  remark  exchanged  by  the  hearers  as  they  leave 
the  room  is,  *  I  had  not  known  there  was  so  much  in  it.* 
And  that  which  b  found  in  it  b,  above  all  things,  the  full 
intensity  of  its  significance.  Every  passage  speaks  home 
to  the  heart,  and  there  is  one  purpose  in  all.  We  have 
been  entertained ;  pity  and  mirth  have  been  awakened ;  but 
above  everything  we  have  heard  the  living  voice  of  one  who 
has  right  to  close  bis  fable,  as  he  does,  with  a  direct  appeal 
to  ua  as  workers  in  the  world.  Had  Trotty  dreamed  ? 
”  Or,  are  hb  joys  tnd  sorrows,  and  the  actors  in  them,  but 
**  a  dream ;  the  teller  of  this  tale  a  dreamer,  waking  but 
**now?  If  it  be  so,  0  Ibtener,  dear  to  him  in  all  hb 
visions,  try  to  bear  in  mind  the  stern  realities  from  which 

these  endows  come;  and  in  your  sphere— none  b  too 
**  wide,  and  none  too  limited  for  such  an  end— endeavour  to 
**  correct,  improve,  and  soften  them.” 

We  need  remind  none  of  the  stem  realities  from  which 
is  thrown  the  shadow  of  Little  Dombey,  with  the  budding 
and  the  perishing  of  whose  frail  life  ^e  story  of  Dombey 
and  Sou  opens.  There  b  hardly  to  be  found  a  more  touch¬ 
ing  episode  than  this  in  any  extant  novel.  By  separation 
from  the  contrasts  afforded  in  scenes  with  which  it  is  saso- 
oiated  in  the  book  itself  (as  must  needs  be  or  the  book  is  a 
bad  one),  the  story  of  Little  Dombey  loses  some  of  its  effect, 
though  in  itself  there  b  abundant  contrast  and  variety.  Mr 
Dombey,  Miss  Chick,  and  Miss  Tox,  Mrs  Pipchin,  Dr 
Blimber,  Mr  Toots,  are  among  tha  persons  of  the  drama, 
and  marvellous  b  the  skill  which  in  the  midst  of  mirth 
makes  us  remember  suffering.  The  hard  and  thorny  stock 
on  which  the  little  bud  of  life  shoots  forth  to  wither ;  little 
Paul's  motherless  infancy,  the  hard  love  of  the  father  and 
the  boundless  child-love  of  the  sister ;  the  systematic  tor- 
'  luring  of  cbildltood  by  the  Pipchins  of  society,  and  its  dis¬ 
tortion  and  destruction  by  tbs  Blimbsra,  are  the  reading  of 
a  lesson  to  all  who  have  little  ones  about  their  knees,  that 
may  check — who  shall  say  how  often  ?— an  impatient  blow 
upon  their  tender  hearts,  or  thoughtless  squaring  to  our 
measure  of  their  baby  lives. 


THE  THEATRICAL  AND  MUSICAL 
EXAMINER. 


HEB  MAJBSTT's  THKATBE. 


Since  we  last  spoke  of  Her  Majesty’s  Theatre,  Mozart’a 
Nozze  di  Figaro  has  been  produced,  and  strains  of  tha 
pqrest  melody  have  satbfied  the  ears  of  opera-goers. 
Mile.  Titiens  was  the  Countess.  Although  confirmed  in 
our  belief  that  this  lady  has  no  originality  as  an  actress, 
we  never  hear  her  without  finding  a  freeh  pleasure  in  her 
voice.  To  the  exquisite  music  that  falls  to  her  share  in 
the  Nozze  di  Figaro  she  gives  all  the  luxurious  beauty  we 
so  often  miss,  and  she  puts  into  it  the  right  sense  of  a 
trembling  between  busy  indolence  and  Iszy  thought.  Mile. 
Piccoloroini  mves  bustle  and  life  by  her  skill  as  an  actress 
to  the  part  of  Susanna,  and  Signor  Bellstti  sings  the  Figaro 
to  perfection.  From  Le  Nozze  it  is  a  sad  fall  to  Luisa 
Miller.  This  dreary  work  contains  one  sentimental  song, 
Quando  le  sere^  excellent  of  its  kind,  which,  coming  ex¬ 
quisitely  well  from  the  voice  of  Signor  Giuglini,  obtains  and 
deserves  a  cordial  encore.  There  is  nothing  else  in  it.  The 
Libretto  b  a  gloomy  and  spiritless  shadow  of  Schiller's 
Kabale  und  Liebe,  which,  like  bis  more  powerful  play  of 
the  Bobbers,  was  a  crudity  of  Schiller’s  youth,  that  he  would 
no  more  have  written  in  hb  riper  days  than  Southey  as  a 

Quarterly  reviewer  would  have  produced  Wat  Tyler.  Ite 
ramatie  points  and  its  harmony  with  what  is  morbid  in  a 
German's  mind  have  kept  the  play  upon  the  German  stage, 
and  how  it  acts  we  Lo^ooers  were  shown  a  few  years  ago 
by  Herm  Emil  Devrient  and  Kiihn.  It  sings  most  dis¬ 
mally.  Mile.  Picoolomini,  who  represents  the  heroine, 
wastes  excellent  dramatic  power  on  her  pert.  Her  acting 
abounds  in  those  touches  of  genius  which  we  should  like  to 
see  employed  on  matter  worthy  of  her  art.  HerLwiaa  may 
at  any  rate  revive  for  her  the  favour  of  a  fickle  public,  for 
I  Luisa  Miller  will  draw  crowded  bouses,  Verdi  b  a  fashion,

OLYMPIC. 

Mr  Tom  Taylor’i  two-act  drama,  Ooing  to  the  Bad,  is 
simply  a  long  farce  dexterously  contrived  to  set  forth  not 
the  skill  of  the  author,  but  the  favourite  points  in  the  skill 
of  Mr  Robaon  as  an  actor.  At  a  dramatic  work,  apart  from 
its  use  on  the  stage,  the  piece  is  of  little  valoe ;  it  ran  add 
nothing  to  the  cr^it  of  its  author,  though  it  might  have 
earned  praise  for  a  writer  of  leas  note.  As  work  for  the 
stage  it  is  an  exoellent  example  of  the  author's  tact,  and 
will  draw  full  houses  for  many  nights  to  come. 

At  Drury  Lane  cheap  Italian  opera  is  being  well 
presented,  and  Madame  Viardot,  genius  not  being  quite  in 
faahioi)  at  the  greater  hnuses,  ia  engaged  to  ting  and  act  for 
a  few  nights  to  **  the  million.*' 

At  the  Haymarxet  Mr  Tom  Taylor’s  Unequal  Match  is 
repeated  night  after  night,  without  losing  the  attraction  de¬ 
rived  from  its  own  actual  interest  and  the  good  acting  of 
Miss  Amy  Sedgwick  as  its  heroine. 

The  last  hooee*full  of  laughter  has  been  beard  in  the  old 
AnELPHt,  and  a  new  Adel  phi  will  in  a  very  few  months 
take  its  place.  At  present  the  Adelphi  is  transpontine,  the 
Adeipbi  pieces  and  tha  Adelphi  company  have  been  making 
themselves  welcome  on  the  Surrey  stage. 

The  United  States  Circus  in  Leicester  square,  well 
managed  by  Messrs  Howes  and  Cashing,  will  close  at  the 
end  of  next  week  a  London  season  of  well-merited  success. 
The  entertainment  has  been  always  abundant,  various,  and 
very  good.

railway  line  from  Besanpon  to  Belfort  took  place  on  Sunday  wwk, 
and  it  wa*  opened  to  th«  publie  en  Tuesday.  Thie  important  line, 
sixty  miles  long,  completes  the  great  artery  from  the  Mediterranean 
to  the  Rhine,  and  heneeforth  there  will  be  ne  teterruption  between 
Marseilles  and  Lyons  on  Qie  one  hand,  and  Strasburg,  Alsace,  Ger¬ 
many,  and  Weetotn  Bvritserland  on  the  otoer.— Alex.  Dumas  has 
begun  the  first  ofaaptor  of  hie  gr**t  cookery  book.  He  treats  of 
maccaroni.  This  time,  not  having  Maquel  for  collaborator,  he  has 
found  one  in  tho  Marquis  del  Grille,  husMnd  of  Ristori.^— M.  de 
P6ne,  the  victim  of  M.  Hydne,  la  much  better.  He  has  atlength  been 
able  to  take  some  solid  food,  and  it  is  hoped  he  wfil  eoon  bear  removal 
to  Paris.  It  is  very  positively  rtated  that  the  judges  of  instruction 
of  Versaillwi  have  ma^  what  is  called  a  decree  of  “  non  lieu,**  in  the 
affair  of  M.  de  P6ne,  the  English  of  which  is  that  the  prosecution 
against  Lieutenant  Hy6ne  is  burked,  and  he  will  be  free  to 
pursue  his  military  career,  and  enjoY  9^®  esteem  of  his  com¬ 
rades,  who  approve  of  his  conduct  This  result  was  to  be  ex¬ 
pected. - Tho  health  of  Marshal  Bosquet  will  not  permit  him  to  pro¬ 

ceed  to  Toulon  to  assume  his  military  functions.  Marshal  Randon  is 
still  spoken  of  as  his  successor.— "nie  ‘  Figaro*  has  been  sold  to  M. 
Auguste  Yillemot,  who  leaves  the  feuilleton  of  the  '  Independance 
Belgo*  to  devote  himself  entirely  to  hit  new  task.  The ‘Figaro’ 
intends  to  abstain  for  the  future  tnm  irritating  personality. 

TURKEY. — The  troubles  in  Csndia  occupy  the  attention  of  the 
Porte  more,  for  the  moment,  than  the  affair  of  Montenegro.  It  is 
feared  that  the  reinforcements  sent  to  Vely  Puha  will  encourage  him 
to  have  recourse  to  violence.  The  '  Constantinople  Journal*  has  an 
article  declaring  that  England  and  Turkey  will  never  peraiit  the 

?isroing  of  the  Isthmus  of  Suex.  There  has  been  a  ead  aooident  at 
era.  A  scaffolding  erected  in  a  temporary  Greek  church  gave  way, 
and  thirty  people  were  killed  or  wounded.  As  the  steamer  Djeddah 
was  staling,  a  few  days  since,  for  Syria,  it  blew  up,  and  there  was 
great  loM  of  Hfe.  It  is  stated  in  a  telegram  from  Vienna,  dated 
Wedteeday  eveniag,  that  the  British  Consul  Generiil  at  Belgi^ehas 
been  attacked  and  severely  wounded  by  two  Turkish  solders.  A 
Russian  frigate  is  on  her  way  to  Ragusa,  to  watch  the  progress  of  the 
Montenegro  war. 

PRUSSIA.— There  is  no  doubt  that  the  powera  of  the  Prince  of 
Prussia  to  act  as  Regent  will  be  prolonged  for  three  m(mtba  more 
in  July  next  This  wUl  be  tbe  last  prolongation.  The  necessity  of 
taking  some  definitive  step  has  beo(^  so  generally  recognised  that 
even  the  persons  who  form  part  of  tho  King’s  household  advise  a 
settlement.  It  is  said  that  while  at  Gobnrg  Prince  Albert  signed  the 
document  by  which  he  nudkes  over  his  ber^tary  rights  to  tlm  Duchy 
of  Coburg  to  his  second  son. 

UNITED  STATES.— The  Persia  has  brought  advices  to  the  27th 
ult  The  British  outrages  question  oontinned  to  be  the  aU-absorbing 
theme  in  political  circles,  and  the  excitement  in  reference  to  it  is  said 
to  have  startled  our  representative  at  Washington. - The  correspon¬ 

dent  of  the  *  New  Ton  Herald  *  says:— “  It  is  understood  that  Lord 
Napier  eommunioated  with  the  British  Admiral  on  the  Wert  India 
station,  as  weR  as  with  hia  Government,  on  the  subject.  While  he 
k  without  official  information  he  does  not  hesitate,  aa  a  privata 
individual,  to  express  his  opinion  that  there  has  been  some  mistake 
about  tbe  instructions,  and  that  bis  Government  will  make  satisfactory 
explanations."  Hie  whole  of  the  naval  officers  in  Washington  are 
to  be  employed,  even  though  not  in  a  poeition  equal  to  their  rank  or 
claims.  Two  Now  York  Regiments  had  tendered  their  services  to  the 
President  in  case  of  war  with  this  country,  and  an  additional  appro* 
priation  of  60,600  dols.  for  the  Brooklyn  navy-yard  had  been  made. 
The  Minister  of  Marine  had  given  orders  Iot  the  armament  and 
departure  of  all  tho  ships  of  war;  the  steemers  Arctic  and  Water- 
witch  included,  la  Congreee,  the  Senate  had  unanimously  adopted 
tho  resolution  offered,  directing  inquiry  as  to  whether  additional 
legislation  is  necessary  to  enable  the  President  to  protect  American 
vessels  against  British  aggressions  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  or  elsewhere. 
The  committee  on  foreign  r^ations,  to  whom  the  resolution  was 
referred,  wave  directed  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise.  “  Tbe  subject 
j  of  recent  British  outrages  in  the  gulf,"  says  the  ‘  Herald,’  “  is 
I  receiving  from  the  administration  the  attention  that  its  importance 
demands."  The  house  committee  on  naval  affairs  had  reported  a  bill 
authorising  the  construction  of  ten  steam  gunboats ;  and  it  k  stated 
I  that  the  committee  on  foraign  relations  will  propose  to  increase  the 
number  to  thirty.  Such  k  feeling  of  indignation  ^th  in  and  out 
of  Congress  with  regard  to  the  conduct  of  British  naval  officers  that 
it  k  confidently  expected  these  measures  will  pass  without  much,  if 
any,  opposition.  In  Congr^  oa  the  t4th,  on  important  hill  was 
introduo^  in  the  Senate,  inveatiag  tha  President  with  power  to 
obtain  by  force  prompt  redress  for  the  nerpetration  of  outrages  upon 
the  flag,  soil,  or  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  upon  their  property. 
It  k  contemplated  to  propose  a  resolution  authoming  tho  President 
to  make  reprisals  whenever  the  adop^  of  such  a  course  is  deemed 
neceeei^.  It  ia  etotod  that  tbe  Pimideot  has  applied  to  Congress  for 
authority  to  contract  a  loan  of  16,000,000  dols.  tor  a  term  not  exceed¬ 
ing  ten  years.  In  the  Senate,  the  hill  providing  for  the  admission  of 
Oregon  mto  the  Union  wa*  passed  by  a  vote  of  85  to  17.  It  will  no 
douM  pass  the  House  at  an  early  day— thus  making  three  new  states, 
Kanaas,  Minnesota,  and  Oregon,  added  to  tbe  Union  during  the 
present  seseion  or  Congress.  The  bill  provided  for  defining 
the  boundary  between  the  United  States  territory  and  Texas  was  also 
paseed.  Advices  from  St  Louis  report  that  the  last  detachment  of 
troops  for  Utah  had  left  for  Fort  Leavenworth.  The  recent  intelli¬ 
gence  from  Salt  Lake  had  not  caused  any  intermiasioa  in  the  prepara¬ 
tions,  and  no  counter  orders  bad  been  received.  Tbe  peace  proposals 
did  not  appear  to  be  progressive.  General  Smith,  commander  of  the 
United  States’  army,  had  died  at  Fort  Leavenworth.  Brigadier- 
General  Harney  would  teke  the  command.  The  stoenMhip  Tennessee, 
from  Vera  Crux,  had  arrived  at  New  Orkans  with  of  the  21rt 
ult.  Communication  between  the  interior  and  Vera  Crux  had  been 
opened  again.  Tbe  city  had  been  blocks^  for  three  day*  by  the 
Government  steamer  Guerrero,  but  in  consequence  of  her  foel  mving 
out  she  was  obliged  to  leave  to  obtain  a  supply.  The  h^  of  the 
Reeetioakto  were  oonaiderably  damped,  and  the  confidence  of  the 
Conrtitutionelkts  nroportionately  revived,  and  they  were  anticipating 
an  easy  victory.  Nothing  k  said  of  tbe  whereabouts  of  Jaures  ^ 
hk  Cabinet.  Advices  from  Tampico  report  that  the  war  in  that  State 
wa*  over.  The  Gorarnment  troops,  reinforoed  by  1,000  men  under 
Meija,  had  attaeked  the  beaiegere  under  Qorza  iuid  dispened  ♦Ran. 
talriog  the  fork  in  poaaeesion.  The  river  was  open.  Santa  Fa  pwera 
report  thal  a  party  of  Mexican*  had  attacked  the  camp  of  the  Am^ 
Iftdkne  near  Fort  Thorn,  and  bntohered  infikoriminateW  m«i.  woi^n, 
and  children.  They  had  been  captured.

INDIA  AND  CHINA. 

The  Calcutta  and  China  mafls  left  Alexandria  on  tha  4(fli  flut. 
with  intelligcmee  from  Calcutta  to  the  6di  of  Mire,  Madras  dm-  k0d^ 
Ceylon  the  Ifth,  Hongkong  April  23rd,  and  Mauritiua  May  tOth. 
Sir  Hugh  Rose  defeated  the  rebels  at  Bui  Sir  Kooneh  about  tM  30tk 
of  Apru,  killing  400.  They  are  making  another  stand  near  thi^pee. 
The  Nana,  with  all  the  cavalry  In  BareRly,  was  trying  to  osoas  the 
Ganges  to  join  hk  brother  at  Calpee,  and  thence  escape  to  Cftstral 
Indk.  Oude  k  qqieting  down.  Mr  Montgomery  haa  restored  the 
Talookdsrs,  and  established  the  Zemindaree  system,  to  the  content  of 
the  people.  Jung  Bahadoor  had  reached  Azimgfaur,  on  bds  return 
marcb.  There  has  been  soma  alight  disturbance  caused  by  a  hill 
tribe  in  Assam.  A  small  detachment  of  Europeans  and  CAoorkas 
having  followed  them  into  the  mountains  had  been  repsdeed  with 
loss. 

CHINA. 

A  despatch  from  Pekin  directo  the  foreign  Plenipotentfaries  to 
return  to  Canton  to  meet  the  new  Gommkmoner,  who,  it  k  said,  k 
gathering  foroM  with  the  intention  of  attemptiBg  the  reoaptora  of 
Canton.  Ixml  Elgin  and  hk  ooUcaguea  had  left  for  the  Peino. 

ROHILCUND. 

The  following  letter,  addressed  to  the  Commissioner  of  Rohilctmd^ 
manifesto  the  spirit  in  which  Lord  Canning  k  disposed  to  wllh 
rebels  unstained  with  atrocious  crime,  and  ready  to  submit  them¬ 
selves  to  the  Britkb  Government.  "  Sir, — I  am  directed  to  commu¬ 
nicate  to  you  the  general  principles  which  the  Governor-General 
desires  to  see  followed  by  all  civil  and  other  officers  who  witt  mMreke 
judkiol  or  magisterial  powers  in  Rohilound  on  tbe  re-entry  of  Briti^ 
troops  into  that  province.  The  condition  of  Rohilcund  has  been,  in 
some  respects,  peculiar.  The  progress  of  the  revolt  In  the  interior' 
has,  until  lately,  suffered  little  check.  The  people,  left  to  fiim- 
ulves,  have  in  many  quarters  engaged  aotiyely  in  hostilities  against 
each  other;  but  direct  opposition  to  Britiw  authority  has  been* 
mainly  confined  to  the  eeverri  Sudder  towns,  to  the  frontier  on  the 
Ganges,  and  to  the  expeditions  against  Kynee  Tal,  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances,  his  lordship  considers  it  just  to  dutingukh,  by  a  widely 
differing  treatamnt,  the  simple  bearing  of  arms,  or  even  acto  of  eodu 
violence  committed  at  a  period  when  the  check  of  lawf^  govanunent 


or  a  deliberate  defiance  of  its  authorire.  Excepting  instances  of 
much  aggravation,  it  k  not  the  wkh  of  Government  that  pnbUc 
proeecBtione  should  be  set  on  foot  on  aooonnt  of  offenoas  w  ^  tiia* 
former  oleae.  Further,  in  respect  of  treasmi  and  defianiw  of  British^ 
authority,  ^  lordship  derires  that  criminal  proceedings  shall  be- 
taken  only  against  leaoers,  and  against  such  persons,  whether  hi^t 
or  low,  as  have  dUtingukhed  themselves  by  actirity  and  tanoour’ 
against  the  Government,  or  by  penktance  in  op^wition  to  ita< 
authority  after  the  advance  of  troops  and  the  reoccunation  of  statkma.. 
The  Governor* General  will  admit  to  amnesty  all  other  classes,  event 
though  they  have  borne  arms  on  the  side  of  the  rebels,  provided  theyr 
tender  an  early  and  complete  submission.  But  continuance ‘in  oppo¬ 
sition  will  exclude  from  pardon.  The  Governor-General  hu  reason 
to  believe  that  an  impression  exists  in  Rohilcund  that  tbe  Hahoauac*- 
dan  population,  as  such,  k  to  be  iwosonbod  and  crushed.  It  k  Kkely 
that  the  rumour  has  been  raised  and  fostered  by  the  rebel  ^  leaders  to 
excite  apprehension  and  mutrust  of  the  Government.  Un  lordship 
desires  that  every  appropriate  occasion  may  be  taken  to  disabuse  the 
people  of  this  gross  error.  Such  suspected  rebels  ss  may  be  brought 
to  trial  wiU  be  tried  each  by  hk  own  acto.  Eaeh  will  stand  or  foil 
by  tho  line  of  conduct  which  he  shall  be  proved  to  have  followed. 
The  Government  will  maintain,  u  it  has  always  mainteined,  a  strict 
impartiality  in  its  adminktration.  Equal  juatice  will  be  shared  by 
all  its  subjects,  whether  Hindoos  or  klahommedans.  You  will  make' 
public  these  views,  and  instruct  the  chief  district  officers  to  makn* 
them  widely  known,  in  such  isanner  ee  may  appear  to  be  most 
effectual.  It  will  be  your  care,  in  aoemdanea  with  the  injunctions  of 
his  lord^ip’s  orders,  embodisd  ia  the  eiroular  erder  dated  the  19th' 
of  February,  to  bring  forward  for  aarly  notice  by  the  Governor- 
General  tbe  several  examples  of  consmeuoualy  faithful  conduct  ex¬ 
hibit^  by  many  of  toe  inhabitaak  of  itoliiloara  under  circumstancea 
of  peculiar  difficulty,— I  have,  fra.,  W.  Mvk,  fleoretaiy  to  Govern¬ 
ment,  Norto-Weat  ProrinsM.

As  it  was  stated  on  a  former  evening  that  the  case  was 
one  for  which  there  waa  no  remedy,  their  lordships  were  in  a  slight 
difficulty.  It  waa  the  general  wiu  of  the  houae  that  the  questions 
should  be  withdrawn,  but,  though  Lord  Kingston  made  a  short  ex¬ 
planation,  he  did  not  withdraw  them,  and  there  seemed  to  be  some 
doubt  whether  the  bouse  could  strike  them  off  the  pap^,  though  it 
might  refuse  to  order  them  to  be  printed.  The  discussion  was  sud¬ 
denly  closed  1^  Lord  Lyndhurst,  who  moved  that,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  houae,  the  questions  had  been  sufficiently  answered  and  ought 
not  to  be  renewed.  This  waa  affirmed  without  a  division  ;  the  ques¬ 
tions  will  therefore  be  struck  off  the  paper.

_  CrVIL  SERVICE  XXAXINATlO^rS. 

Lord  LYTTELTON  asked  if  the  government  intended  to  carry 
any  further  the  system  of  competitive  examinations  for  appointments 
in  the  civU  service.  He  detailed  the  steps  taken  by  the  House  of 
Commons  on  the  subject,  bv  resolution  and  an  address  to  the  Crown ; 
in  practice,  he  thought,  the  government  had  rather  restricted  the 
operation  of  tiie  system,  of  which,  on  the  whole,  the  results  hdd  been 
good.-— The  Earl  of  DERBY  stated  that  in  the  Treasury,  the  Board 
of  Trade,  and  the  Customs  no  appointment  had  been  made  to  the 
junior  class  of  clerks,  except  on  examination.  The  principle  waa 
quite  novel,  and  he  would  expreu  no  opinion  adverse  to  it.  But  it 
was  a  system  the  government  must  watch  with  great  attention,  as  in 
many  cases  persons  who  had  gained  in  the  examination  afterwards 
proved  utterly  incapable.  Some  superior  men  did  not  come  out  of 
an  examination  so  well  as  others  wiu  inferior  qualifications,  and  he 
thought  the  system  should  be  extended  with  exceeding  circumspec- 
tion.^For  some  years  it  must  be  an  experiment  only,  and,  though  it 
was  easy  to  extend  it,  it  woul4  be  very  difficult  to  restrict  it  again 

should  it  be  foimd  unsuccessful. - Earl  GRANVILLE  believed  the 

system  was  working  very  weU.  Cases  of  failure  would  be  just  as 

likely  to  ocenr  under  the  old  mode  of  making  the  appointments. - 

The  Earl  of  ELLEN  BOROUGH  objected  to  the  examination  for  the 
Indian  service  that  it  had  given  apppointments  to  persons  of  inferior 
position,  who,  on  arriving  in  India,  appeared  to  think  they  had  done 
all  that  could  be  required  of  them  in  passing  the  examination.
